Sex offender wants seized 
computer returned to him 


^" Christopher Carden, 39, of 
` 1119 Stillwell Rd, in Belle Glade 
was in court Tuesday with. his 
lawyer, asking Circuit Judge 
Marvin U. Mounts Jr. that his 
computer be returned to him. 

The computer was seized dur- 
ing a sweep on June 8 when the 
Palm Beach County Sheriff's 
Office, Belle Glade Police De- 
partment, Pahokee Police De- 
partment -and several other 
county law enforcement agen- 
cies decided to check the current 
residence of some 457 sexual of- 
fenders and sexual predators. 

Carden’s lawyer, James 
Eisenberg told the judge the 


pornography on the computer 

was of adult women and did not 
bréak a rule of his probation. 

Besides being charged with 

, Violation of his probation, Gar- 

den was also charged with pos- 

session of marijuana-during the 


sweep. 
According to Eisenberg, no 
conditions were set in Carden’s 
probation that said he couldn't 
have pictures of women. 
Eisenberg also told the judge 
that Carden, who designs Web 
pages, needed the computer re- 
turned to his home .in order to 
continue -his work. He also 
claimed the pornography be- 
longed toʻa client of his who 
hired him to design a Web page. 
Prosecutor Barry Maxwell ob- 
jected to Eisenberg’s claim say-

A bolt from the blue can 
strike in clear weather

Steve Hodanish knew it was 
going to be a busy day. It was 
July 26, 1995 - the heart of the 
thunderstorm season in Flori- 
da. 

Hodanish, a meteorologist 
with the National Weather 
Service in Melbourne, knew he 
would be spending his after- 
noon . shift. watching showers 
and thunderstorms form-over 
the Florida peninsula.” 

He knew that these storms 
would © produce . torrential 
downpours, strong gusty winds 


and: thousands of dangerous . 


lightning strikes. Small hail, 
even a tornado, was possible if

It is a weather phenomenori

called a bolt from the blue. 
Simply defined, a bolt from 
the blue is a lightning bolt that 
strikes in clear sky conditions. 
Yet, there is nothing simple 
about this unique weather fea 
ture. ` 
“Tm afraid it is an issue that 
is still not very understood,” 
said Michael Maier, a meteo- 
rologist at the Kennedy Space 
Center. 5 
Pérhaps rjo place on earth re- 
spects the power of lightning 
more than’ the Kennédy Space 
Centex. Located in the main 
lightning belt of the state, a 
lightning holt can have a disas- 
trous impact on ‘the nation’s 
program. 

987, an Atlas-Centaur 
rocket was hit. by, lightning 
` during take-off and was de- 
stroyed. A few months later, 
three small rockets were inad- 
vertently launched by‘ a mal- 
function triggeréd by a light 
ning bolt. ‘The space shuttle 
not launched if there is light- 
ning in the area. -

been’, conducted at thiol’ 
Kennedy Space Center than 
anyplace else, including 
Maier’s new study, bolts 
from the blue. 

“These bolts from the . blue 
seem to occur more often than . 
we originally thought,” he said. 
“It’s actually a little scary.” 

What's scary about Maier's} 
study is the distance, these 
bolts from the blue can travel. 

“Maier examined four: con- 
firmed tases, including pan 
ish’s experience. 

- In each incident, the light- 
ning’ bolt originated from ʻa 
thunderstorm at least 17 miles 
away from the impact point. “If 
we lookreal hard, I think we'll 
find cases even more dramat) 
ic,” said Maier, 

So, how far away from a 
thunderstorm is safe enough? 
While bolts from the blue are 
still rare, Maier says a threat 
is present up to 11 miles froma 
Florida thunderstorm. 

Each summer, Florida expe- 

riences thousands of thunder! } 
storms that produce millions of. 
lightning bolts. About 80 per- 
cent of all lightning travels 
from one cloud to another. On- 
ly 20 pef€ént actually strike 
the ground. 

Maier says bolts from’ the 
blue are rare events - account- 
ing for less than one percent of 
all lightning. Yet, it is a phe- 
nomenon that he feels requires 
more study because, unlike 
most lightning, these bolts 

‘from the blue ‘arrive with’ 
advance warning.
